Imperial Trade. 


Lord Balfour of Burloighs Committee 
on commercial and industrial policy after 
the war has issued an énterim report which 
comstitutes a land-mark in the fiscal his- 
tory of the British Empire. It adopts 
unanimously the principle of Imperial 
preference, and, in the course of asserting 
that principle, finally discards the tradi- 
tional British policy of Free Trade, The 
signatories to the report include several 
inen who, before the war, were among the 
most ardent defenders of that traditional 
policy. “In endorsing the recommenda- 
tions of their fellows on the Committee 
they declare quite frankly that the war 
has modified their opinions. It was 
the original purpose of the Committee to 
discuss the future trade relations between 
the United Kingdom and the Dominions 
in detail in connection with, and as part 
of, the recommendations which it will 
have to make in respect of general com- 
mercial and industrial policy after the 
war. It is not yet, however, in a position 
to make these general recommendations. 
On the other hand, it sees the necessity of 
stating its views on Imperial preference 
in anticipation of the Imperial Oonference 
which is to be held in April. The Com- 
mittee has forwarded this interim report 
resolutions. The first records its opinio 

the war,” special steps must be taken to 
stimulate the production of foodstuffs, raw 
materials, and manufactured articles 
within the Empire, The second, accord- 
ingly, wecommends that the Government 
shall declare its atlherence to the prin- 
ciple of Imperial preference. The third 
foreshadows a wider range of Customs 
duties, which would be remitted or reduced 
on Dominign products, and would forin 
the basis of commercial treaties with 
Allied and neutral Powers. Difficulties 
and obstacles, both domestic and foreign, 
are not ignored; but the Committee does

The other achievement 
of the German agents in Persia says 
more for their ingenuity. The Persian

He had never 
used any language of that kind, but, speaking 
as Secretary for the Colonies, he was expressing 
the opinion of those whom he was bound to re- 
present—p y, of the Colonies and Dominions 
in different parta of the world, as well as the 
epinion of a good many people in this country. 
a assured Mr. Buxton that he was entirely 
mistaken in thinking that the language he had 
used had caused some difficulty in America. 
Thera had not been the smallest criticism in any 
quarter worth mentioning as to the language he 
had used, or as to the attitude of the Govern- 
ment with regard to the terms of peace. The 
settlement at the conclusion of the war would 
depend upon the terms made by those who 
would be called upon to take part in the Peace 
Conferenes. It would depend, not on language 
used in speeches by individual Ministers, but on 
whether we were determined to throw our whole 
strength into the completion of this struggle, 
and so secure such a conclusion as would make 
repetition of this war, or anything like it, im- 
possible.

I find it best to give every one of the five 
‘downstairs persons & their own allowance of 
two 2lb. loaves per week, but one must, of 
dourse, allow something extra for tlieir supper, 
such as cornflour shape, oatcake, or some ot 
the dining-room pudding, in lieu of the usual 
bread and butter, with their milk. As for the 
meat allowance, I have found no difficulty, but 
housekeepers must be prepared to spend more 
time over ‘‘ ordering the dinner,’ and go into 
the weighing and measuring out the amounis 
to be given for dining-room and kitchen, and, 
of course, meat is only eatén once a day in 
both. One meatless day for all seems & neces- 
sity. There are so many things besides bread 
and meat that there is no reason why any 
household should be underfed, The only thing 
required is a little thought and co-operation

STATEMENT BY BOVRIL’S 
CHAIRMAN, 


Presiding at the annual meeting of Bovril, 
Limited, yesterday, Mr. George Lawson Johus- 
ton (C hairman), in moving the adoption of the 
report and accounts, said that the satisfactory 
position disclosed by the balance sheet was 
further emphasised by the fact that their 
Government and Red Cross orders showed but a 
small margin of profit, and that notwithstand- 
ing the increased cost of beef the price of Bovril 
had not been raised since the comimencement of 
the war. 
self out to earn exorbitant profits at the ws-

3ovril appreciated that attitude, as was evi- 
denced by the record sales for the past year. 
Bovril occupied the unique position of being the 
only article of the people a food that remained 
at pre-war price. 

THE SHACKLETON RATION. 

At a time when they were all considering 
how to keep fit on 4lbs. of bread and 2jibs. cf 
meat a week it might be of interest to be re- 
minded of the rations of Sir Ernest Shackle- 
ton’s marooned party on Elephant Island, in 
the Antaretic.. The twenty-two members of 
this party, under the command of Mr. Frank 
Wild, were stranded on the ice throughout the 
Antarctic winter—over four months—from April 
to August 30th last, and had been able to save 
but very little pf their equipment from the 
wrecked Endurahce. The official cable pub- 
lished some little time ago stated that when Sir 
Ernest left there were rations for six weeks, 
but realising that rescue might be delayed long 
beyond that period Wild determined to exercise 
most stringent economy. He decided to hus- 
band the Hovril ration, which waa to form tre 
staple sustenance. The stocks of tea and cocoa 
having been exhausted months before, this was, 
too, the only form of hot beverage they pos- 
sessed, and it (Bovril) was issued in this form 
once a day. Twice weekly it waa given oud to 
each man, without water, as a meal, it being 
necessary to utilise every scrap of seal, Break- 
fast consisted gaperally of -caly ponguin fried 
in blubber, with a drink of hot water. The 
morning’s duties having been carried out, at 
one o'¢ "hook lunch—bisouite with raw binbber— 
was served; at five, when darkness fell, ol 
were ready ‘for dinner, the menu consisting ef 
penguin breast, with o sustaming hot drink 
made from one Bovril ration. The experience 
of these men should teach us something aa re- 
gards rationing, and although he (the Chair- 
man) would hardly recommend blubber and 
penguin, the rest of the menu—that is, Bovril-— 
can be taken with great advantage. 


THE CORNED SEEF RATION. 

He wished. to bespeak their attention to 
corned beef, a most economical form of beef 
ration, both as regards shipping space and cost 
to the consumer. In the preparation of 72iba. 
of corned beef, about 200Ibs. of fresh beef was 
boned and cooked. It waa then packed in 6Ib. 
ting of twelve to a case, that occupied only 
2 cubic feet of space. Corned beef could travel 
aa general cargo, and did not require, as frozen 
beef. did, a ship with insulated chambers to 
carry it, whilst it took up ta one-third cf 
the space required by the chilled or frozen 
meat. Lord Devonport’s meat ration of 2jlbs. 
would be represented by less than lib. of 
eorned beef, which could be bought at. about 
one-third of the price of its equivalent in 
butcher's beef. fot only did corned beef 
effect a great saving of freight, but seeing that 
the meat was already cooked no fuel waa re- 
quired.. When the warmer weather set in a 
corned beef day a week would, he thought, be 
a useful institution, as by its means the house: 
keeper could economise both fuel and money, 
and at the same time be able to supply a 
nourishing meal without infringing the regula- 
tions of the Food Oontroller. 


SCIENCE AND BOVRIL. 

Sir James Orichton-Browne ssid that one 
truth brought home to us by the war was that 
this country suffered from its neglect of science 
in the past both im ite Industrial and commer- 
cis] undertakings, and it reflected great, credit 
on the perspicacity. and foresight of the 
founders of Bovril that they had linked it up 
with science from the very first.
